and  look  the  fatal  slep  from  a  bed* 
*tcad  which  itood  In  the  room.  Mr. 
Slockbridgc  was  n  soldier  In  lhe 
Union  army  and  a  member  of  Post  83 
G.  A.  R.  ol  Hanover. 

The  aiilique*  and  horrible*  ittrncd 
out  In  Hanover,  on  the  incrnliig  of 
the  Pourlit.  Slnrilng  from  South 
Hanover,  nl  3  a.  nt.,  chief  marshal 
and  Aid*,  followed  by  a  band ;  next 


came  horsemen  followed  by  the  Han- 
over lire  department,  the  running  part 
of  a  buggy  with  a  half  barrel,  over 
which  hung  a  tea-kettle,  to  represent 
thc  bell  of  thc  engine,  a  rope 
attached  10  the  shafts  and  some 
fifteen  men  with  red  shirts  and  plug 
hats  and  awhile  shield  on  the  bieast, 
with  the  inscription  "Suckers  No.  1." 
Following  the  engine  was  the  forward 
wheels  of  a  buggy  drawn  by  sonn?  ten 
men  to  represent  a  hose  carriage,  one 
of  the  company  carried  a  watering- 
pot  and  sprinkled  the  way.  Follow- 
ing them  came  a  carriage  lopped  over 
one  side,  suspended  to  it  was  effigies 
ol  lhe  three  judges  of  'S3.  Then 
came  a  large  carriage  representing 
the  Acadamy  Hall  and  1  he  Cantata 
of  Esther.  The  procession  was  small 
but  very  good.    They  nrrived  in  Han- 


over Four  Corners  at  5  o'clock,  and 
marched  to  the  flag-staff  to  listen  to 
an  address,  while  the  address  was 
being  delivered  the  fire  company 
rushed  with  their  engine  and  hose 
reel  to  the  pump  in  front  of  T.  Tur- 
ner's carriage  shop,  and  with  water- 
ing pot  and  a  small  force  pump 
worked  with  a  will,  the  axe-men  doing 
their  part  of  thc  work  on  a  piece  of 
joist  .  Thc  captain  with  a  speaking 
trumpet  some  two  feet  long,  and  as 
large  round  as  a  common  fish-horn, 
gave  some  strong  orders  to  his  com- 
pany.
